Four years after a project to revamp 
the Eminence Pool was halted, a water- 
feature may soon be part of Coach D 
Park. 

Last week, the Eminency City 
Council voted to apply for a Land and 
Water grant that would help fund a 
water recreational area at the park as 
part of the Eminence City Park renova¬ 
tions project proposal. 

The resolution passed unanimously 
as the application’s deadline was April 
30. 

If Eminence is approved for the 
grant, the city will consider a plan for a 
1,050-square-foot water park, possibly 
a splash pad, which would be built in 
the area where the old pump house is 
located. 

The park would include up to eight 
different aquatic play features for chil¬ 
dren to use. The water used would be

Suspect in 
Oldham killings 
arrested in N.C. 

Evridge indicted for two counts of 
murder by Oldham County Grand 
Jury on May 2

A Westport man who claims he shot 
two women in self-defense a week before 
Christmas is now charged with the sisters’ 
murder. 

An Oldham County grand jury indict¬ 
ed Ronald T. “Ronnie” Evridge on May 
3. After police searched for him for 
several days, he was arrested early Friday 
morning. 

Evridge, 57, faces two murder charges 
and one charge of tampering with physi¬ 
cal evidence in the deaths of his girlfriend, 
Sandy Allen, 24, and her sister, Heather 
Faulkerson, 21. 

Evridge claims he shot the women in 
self-defense.

"Hi Helen" history rooted

In Port Royal, the words 
“Hi Helen!!! IFW” have 
hung on a barn for more 
than 30 years. 

The origins of this story 
began about 67 years ago, 
not in Henry County, but 
Austria. 

According to Joe 


Winterberg, his father 
Ignace Fenlon Winterberg 
of Ludlow was an enlist¬ 
ed member of the 42nd 
Rainbow Division during 
World War II. He was a 
supply sergeant who did 
more than just receive sup¬ 
plies or procure them for 
his unit. 

“My mother was staying 
with relatives in Salzburg, 


Austria, when the Russians 
took over part of Austria. 
My father smuggled her 
across Russian lines to visit 
her parents,” Winterberg 
said. 

Helena “Helen”Deimel 
had attended a culinary 
school before World War 
II began. Her relationship 
with Winterberg started as 
a friendship, which led to 


in World War II era Austria 


a trans-Atlantic adventure 
and a family of her own. 

“Around 1947 my father 
brought her back to the 
states as a war bride,” 
Winterberg said. “As an 
only child, she was a go- 
getter and although she 
raised me and my four sis¬ 
ters, she wasn’t content 
being just a housewife. She

In my profession, you 
never know where the 
thread of a story will take 
you. 

I recently wrote sto¬ 
ries on the lead mine in 
Lockport and the history 
of Defoe each with a fas¬ 
cinating legacy. In this 
week’s issue, I looked into 
the origins of a sign that 
has been on a barn for 
more than 30 years. 

I naively expected less 
of a story and more of a, 
“Oh, so that’s what that 
is,” lukewarm tale to satis¬ 
fy curiosity. I didn’t expect 
to find a history beginning 
in Austria during World

War II, a man’s life long 
affection for his wife nor 
a family memorial both 
requested on the property 
he loved and farmed. 


These stories honor not 
just the history of an indi¬ 
vidual or town but of the 
county. History should 
not be dulled down to 
just dates on a timeline, 
but honor the colorful 
threads of the county’s 
past and provide a foun¬ 
dation of identity for its 
future. 

It almost seems 
unimaginable that Defoe 
once had four stores, a 
trucking company and 
two blacksmith shops. 
More unlikely that 
Lockport once had land 
set aside for a hospital 
and was one the busiest 


port towns in the state 
less than 200 years ago. 
Most residents don’t know 
of the vacant property in 
Pendleton, which could 
easily rival any upscale 
horse farm’s showroom in 
Lexington. 

History, especially the 
county’s history, speaks to 
me of what is possible not 
for just commerce, but for 
the individual. 

This kind of history isn’t 
taught in local schools. 

The modern lifestyle 
almost demands a family 
to run a race to financial 
stability without a sense 
of place or purpose. Our 


trades and occupations 
continuously spread fami¬ 
lies across several counties 
and states. It isn’t uncom¬ 
mon for grandparents and 
parents to see each other 
more or less than once a 
year now. 

The stories I know of 
my family were passed 
down from my grandpar¬ 
ents and parents. It has 
given me a sense of myself 
and who I am. 

With the geographical 
dispersion of families and 
the modern marketplace, 
the family history isn’t 
passed on just as the his¬ 
tory of a place isn’t passed 


on. What is left of that 
history is sold at estate 
sales to buyers who have 
no connection to the place 
or person. How many 
people can we not identify 
in pictures from a former 
relative’s family album? 

Family history and the 
history of the county are 
intertwined— just as a 
sign on a barn in Port 
Royal speaks of people and 
place. It is my endeavor to 
seek out this history in the 
county and record it. 

I am not arrogant 
enough to think I can 
teach it, but I can at least 
honor it.

“We’ve been committed 
to bringing a water feature 
to the park ever since we 
closed the pool,” Mayor 
Stephens said. “We know 
people have missed having 
a water feature there and 
we are committed to con¬ 
tinue trying.” 

The contentious deci¬ 
sion to not repair the city 
pool and fill it in in 2008 
left the city divided over a 
stance of fiscal responsibil¬ 
ity, exorbitant repair esti¬ 
mates and those wanting 
to keep the pool open.

The shooting occurred 
around 3:30 p.m. Dec. 
18, and police arrived to 
find both women dead and 
Evridge bleeding from a lac¬ 
eration in his arm. 

According to family mem¬ 
bers, Allen had a 5-year-old 
child and Faulkerson was 
pregnant. 

The shooting took place 
in a two-story barn in the 
5400 block of 18-Mile 
Creek Road about five miles 
outside of La Grange in a 
rural part of the county. 

The barn is on proper¬ 
ty belonging to Evridge’s 
brother, although according 
to police, the barn is Ronnie 
Evridge’s residence and is 
also a known hangout. 

Police have been called to 
the property in the past. 

Evridge has a criminal 
record including multiple 
drug charges, menacing 
and domestic violence. His 
court record lists 26 pages of 
charges dating back to 1995 
— but most have been dis¬ 
missed, including a charge 
of violating an emergency 
protective order or domestic 
violence order. 

Evridge was court- 
ordered in the spring 2011 
to not possess firearms, and 
police later seized more than 


handling donated funds 
including a request from 
the state auditor, the city 
contacted those who had 
made donations from any 
benefit or contributed to 
the Making Waves advoca¬ 
cy group.

The court order and pro¬ 
bation came after Evridge’s 
arrest in the spring for men¬ 
acing, terroristic threaten¬ 
ing, harassment and wanton 
endangerment. 

A neighbor called the 
police after Evridge threat¬ 
ened to shoot the neighbor’s 
Pomeranian. 

When police arrived, 
Evridge made a number of 
threats and resisted arrest. 
Oldham County Police offi¬ 
cers used a Taser on Evridge 
and transported him to a 
hospital. 

Evridge told OCPD offi¬ 
cers that he had “guns that 
can penetrate through five 
or six (officers) stacked up,” 
and that the officers were 
lucky he didn’t have a gun or 
he would have shot them. 

“I’ll make blood run down 
the streets of La Grange,” 
Evridge said. 

Evridge had been on 
the run recently, and had 
warrants for other charges, 
including a probation viola¬ 
tion. 

Kentucky State Police 
located him about 2:30 
a.m. Friday and he tried 
to flee from a building in 
New Castle. He was arrest¬ 
ed in the 1400 block of 
La Grange Road in Henry 
County and police recov¬ 
ered multiple weapons and 
an array of ammunition

from the building and from 
Evridge’s vehicle. 

He is now in the Oldham 
County Jail. 

He was jailed for a dif¬ 
ferent probation violation 
shordy after the women died 
at his home. 

Evridge spent Christmas 
weekend in Oldham County 
jail after violating his proba¬ 
tion by associating with one 
of the victims, Sandy Allen, a 
known felon who had been 
convicted of drug possession 
in earlier in the year. 

Evridge was also court- 
ordered not to possess or 
purchase any firearms or 
ammunition during his pro¬ 
bation. 

Evridge called his proba¬ 
tion officer, Richard Gray, 
on Dec. 20 and admitted 
to shooting both women. 
He also told Gray he pur¬ 
chased two handguns, a .44 
Magnum and a .22 caliber, 
about 10 days before the 
shooting. 

Evridge told police his 
estranged wife, who lives 
nearby, purchased ammuni¬ 
tion for the .44 Magnum. 

As police arrested Evridge 
in March 2011, he told 
them, “Be lucky I didn’t 
have a gun, I would’ve shot 
you” and “If you like your 
life you’ll wish you would 
have never done this.”

engines from steam to die¬ 
sel and electric, Winterberg 
went to work for the New 
York Central Rail Road 
in Cincinnati, Ohio. He 
stayed with the company, 
which later became Conrail 
in 1976. 

It was in the 1970s, the 
couple bought the farm in 
Port Royal. 

A former brother-in-law 
painted “Hi Helen” on his 
barn in Gallatin County 
near 1-71. He knew Helen 
would see it on her trip 
down to the property. The 
barn fell into disuse and was 
torn down. Winterberg’s 
father put the sign on the 
couple’s barn, and accord¬ 
ing to Winterberg, possibly 
before the 80s. 

“She would make trips 
down there to keep him 
company. She was more of 
the city type,” Winterberg 
said. “He would spend 
weekends down there and 
made the larger horseshoe 
pond and another one 
close the house.” 

The family retreat also 
has 40 year-old apple 
trees on the property. 
Winterberg still goes there 
at least twice month. His 
father died of lung cancer 
in 1990 and Helen fol¬ 
lowed him 12 years later. 

“My father always wanted 


a farm. He loved piddling 
around. He made the larger 
horseshoe pond there and 
another one closer to the 
house,” Winterberg said. 
“It was his way of escaping 
the trials and tribulations 
of everyday life.” 

Both Helen and Ignace 
were cremated and the 


couple’s ashes were bur¬ 
ied on the property with 
a commemorative stone 
affectionately marked with 
Opa and Oma (grandfa¬ 
ther and grandmother in 
German) underneath their 
names.

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PRIMARY ELECTION 2012 

7 Republicans, 2 Democrats vie for 4th district

With seven Republican 
candidates vying for the 
4th Congressional District 
seat, the primary election 
May 22 is as important as 
the fall general election. 

Only two Democrats 
are running for the con¬ 
gressional post currently 
held by Rep. Geoff Davis. 
Williamstown attorney Bill 
Adkins and Corinth busi¬ 
nessman Greg Frank are 
running as Democrats. 

The crowded Republican 
field includes two Oldham 
County residents: 

Brian Oerther and Walt 
Schumm. 

Northern Kentucky is 
the most populous area in 
the district, which includes 
Covington, Florence, 
Newport and Fort 
Thomas. 

Other Republican can¬ 
didates for the seat include 
Sparta attorney Marc 
Carey, Lewis County 
Judge-Executive Thomas 
Massie, Boone County 
Judge-Executive Gary 
Moore, state Rep. Alecia 
Webb-Edgington and 
Kenton County consultant 
Tom Wurtz. 

The Republican candi¬ 


dates agree on most issues: 
smaller government, fewer 
taxes and repealing the 
Patient Protection and 
Affordable Care Act, often 
called Obamacare. 

Because of their policy 
similarities, candidates are 
relying on personal experi¬ 
ences to sway voters. 

Four of the candidates 
are from the Northern 
Kentucky area, but 
Schumm believes it is time 
to even the distribution 
of federal funding to the 
district. 

He said over the past 
decade, Boone, Kenton 
and Campbell counties 
have received an average 
of 62 percent more federal 
funding per capita than 
Oldham County. 

“That’s $25.3 billion 
(compared to) $2.3 bil¬ 
lion in the same period,” 
he said. 

Schumm is a builder/ 
developer and serves on 
the Oldham County Board 
of Education. 

Schumm points to local 
infrastructure as an area in 
need of federal funding. 

“We looked for federal 
help to develop a new inter¬ 
change that would directly 
serve Oldham Reserve and 
thus far we’ve been denied 


help,” he said. 

In addition to a pro¬ 
posed exit at mile mark¬ 
er 20 on 1-71, Schumm 
said funding is needed to 
widen 1-71 from down¬ 
town Louisville at least to 
Warsaw, if not all the way 
to 1-75. 

Moore agrees with 
Schumm on widening I- 
71, something he said he’s 
supported as judge-execu¬ 
tive. 

Moore said he would 
also like to see an exit 
added at mile marker 20 
to open access to Oldham 
Reserve. 

“This can be a signifi¬ 
cant driver of economic 
development,” he said. 
“The entire fourth dis¬ 
trict is uniquely positioned 
to become an economic 
engine for Kentucky.” 

Schumm said he 
wouldn’t neglect Northern 
Kentucky’s transportation 
issues, either. 

An Oldham County resi¬ 
dent has not been elect¬ 
ed to the seat since Gene 
Snyder in 1967. Snyder 
served until 1987 when he 
chose not to seek re-elec¬ 
tion. 

Wurtz said he plans to 
host monthly town hall 
meetings in each county 


if elected, and will send a 
weekly email update. 

“My mission is not to 
bring home the goodies 
for any specific county in 
the 4th district,” he said. 
“My mission is to return 
the federal government 
back into its constitutional 
box.” 

Of the candidates, 
only Webb-Edgington 
has legislative experience. 
The former state police 
trooper and director of 
the Kentucky Office of 
Homeland $ecurity has 
served in the state house of 
representatives since 2008. 

Webb-Edgington said 
she has never voted for tax 
increases while a represen¬ 
tative. 

Massie and Moore are 
both elected judge-execu¬ 
tives, in Lewis and Boone 
counties respectively. 

Massie took office in 
2010 and said he eliminat¬ 
ed enough wasteful gov¬ 
ernment spending in the 
first nine months to pay his 
salary for three years. 

Moore was elected as 
judge-executive in 1998. 
He believes bringing his 
business experience to 
county government has 
helped Boone County 
become one of the fastest- 


growing counties in the 
state. 

Schumm is serving his 
third term on the school 
board, including two 
uncontested elections. 

Oerther has not held a 
public office before but did 
run for La Grange mayor 
in 2010, finishing third. 
He was a latecomer in the 
mayoral race after consid¬ 
ering a campaign for U.S. 
Senate. 

Oerther is a math teacher 
at Kennedy Metropolitan 
Middle School in 
Louisville. 

Carey is an attorney and 
political commentator who 
maintains a political blog. 

Wurtz is the author of 
three books and publishes 
political commentary on 
his website three times a 
week. He owns a business 
consulting firm that spe¬ 
cializes in leadership skills. 

Democratic candidates 

Adkins, an attorney, 
believes America’s middle 
class needs more support, 
including supporting Social 
Security and Medicare. He 
also supports the Second 
Amendment and reduc¬ 
ing dependence on foreign 
oil. 


Adkins said he is a politi¬ 
cal outsider and resides 
in the center of the 4th 
District. 

“There is no one area 
of the district that I value 
over the other.” 

He believes the 4th 
Congressional District, 
including Oldham and 
Henry Counties, has been 
ignored by representatives 
in Washington. 

Adkins said Oldham 
County has its share of 
challenges with respect to 
infrastructure and public 
services. 

“I will listen and work 
with the community lead¬ 
ers so that I may be a 
strong voice for them in 
Washington,” he said. 

The other Democratic 
candidate, Frank, has 
worked in the medi¬ 
cal field. He has served 
as a medic for three 
years with the Kentucky 
Medical Command Unit 
in Lexington. He served 
in the U.S. Army during 
Operation Desert Storm 
with the Kentucky National 
Guard.

No one stands alone in Christian faith 


Bro. Glenn Johnson 
stood at the base of the 
steps leading up to the 
baptistery of the First 
Southern Baptist Church 
of Tallapoosa, Mo. He 
was about to baptize three 
young believers. Prior to 
this baptism, he had con¬ 
ducted most of his baptisms 
in nearby streams or in bap¬ 
tisteries of nearby churches. 
The First Southern Baptist 
Church of Tallapoosa, 

Mo., had a long name 
but it didn’t have its own 
baptismal pool. Some 
older members may have 
wondered if the church 
really needed one. After 
all, if a stream was good 
enough for Jesus... Having 
been stung by wasps while 
watching an earlier baptism 
and having seen snakes in 
the streams, I was glad we

finally had a baptistery. 

I don’t really remember 
much about the baptism 
itself. I remember the 
Sunday I walked down the 
aisle and “gave my heart to 
Jesus.” I remember feeling 
proud that I had done this 
good thing. I remember 
feeling Bro. Johnson’s kind 


hands on my shoulders as 
he presented me to the 
congregation. My friend 
Mike Littell made his deci¬ 
sion that same day. Mike 
and I spent the afternoon 
together, much of it talking 
about what it meant to be a 
follower of Jesus. I wish I 
could recall what those two 
9-year-old boys said about 
that. It was probably more 
profound that most adults 
would have thought pos¬ 
sible. 

My baptism took place at 
night. In our little church, 
two of the more impor¬ 
tant events in worship — 
Baptism and Communion 
— seemed always to take 
place at night. I’m not 
sure why baptisms were at 
night, but Communion was 
always at night because... 
well... it was the Lord’s 


Supper. I’m glad that, in 
our church, both of these 
have moved into the light 
of day. Baptism is our 
public declaration of faith 
and ought to be witnessed 
by saints and sinners (more 
often than not, the same 
people). Communion 
is the declaration of the 
Gospel. As such, can it 
ever be a hidden event or 
one from which some are 
excluded? Not if I’m at the 
Table. 

I have diverged from 
the main point. Baptism 
was about to happen and I 
was one of the ones to be 
baptized. Bro. Johnson, 
standing at the base of the 
steps, spoke to us. “I’m so 
very proud of you. What 
you’re doing tonight is very 
important. You’re saying 
to all who watch you that 


from this point on you 
belong to Jesus and that 
you are going to follow 
him. Tonight you become 
a child of God.” One by 
one, we made our way into 
the water. I recall the feel 
of Bro. Johnson’s strong 
hands, one on my back 
and the other covering my 
mouth and nose. I felt safe 
— safe in the arms of Jesus, 
arms that felt amazingly like 
Bro. Johnson’s arms. On 
that night, they were one 
and the same. 

The Incarnation hap¬ 
pened only once, but 
incarnation happens again 
and again. A young boy 
began anew, set his face in 
a new direction, because 
Jesus touched him through 
the hands and arms of 
his pastor. Would I have 
found Jesus without Bro. 


Johnson? I’m sure I would 
have. For one thing, I 
suspect I was and am 
more found by Jesus than 
Jesus was or is found by 
me. What matters is that I 
didn’t come to faith apart 
from Bro. Johnson. I came 
to faith, in part, through 
the Jesus I met in him. 

Baptism is a new begin¬ 
ning, and it is almost always 
a new beginning that has a 
human agent behind it—a 
human agent that man¬ 
ages the miraculous act of 
becoming an incarnation of 
Jesus and his love. 

No one stands alone in 
the Christian faith. The 
Jesus we know we first meet 
in the flesh of another.

The Henry County Track 
team competed in the North 
Central Kentucky Track 
Conference Championships 
Thursday at Owen County 
High School. The NCKTC 
is not to be confused with 
the NCKC which is the 
conference that all Henry 
County athletic teams com¬ 
pete in. This conference 
is exclusively for track and 
includes more teams from 
around the area. 

The boys’ team finished 
third with strong individu¬ 
al performances, while the 
girls’ team finished sixth 
and included a gritty perfor¬ 
mance in the 1,600-meter 
relay and a surprise win by 
seventh grader Sara Finley in 
the triple jump. 

The overall team cham¬ 
pionship went to Western 
Hills in the girls’ competi¬ 
tion and Owen County in 
the boys’ competition. The 
Western Hills girls defeated 
runner-up Trimble County 
179-147. The Henry 
County girls finished with 


56 points. Owen County 
squeaked by Western Hills 
162-161 on the boys’ side, 
while the Wildcats had 104 
points. 

Finley — who has been 
practicing the triple jump 
but had yet to compete in 
a high school meet — was 
convinced by Coach Sed 
Williams to give it a try in 
this meet. It paid off for 
her as her 28 feet, 7.5 inch- 
effort beat the field for the 
only first place finish of the 
meet for the Wildcats girls’ 
team. 

“I’m looking forward to 
her competing in the middle 
school state championships 
to get more experience,” 
Williams said. “She has a 
lot of potential. She doesn’t 
have enough high school 
meets to be eligible for the 
regional meet. She was a 
little intimidated with the 
technical side of the event 
but this should give her a 
lot of confidence going for¬ 
ward.” 

The 1,600 relay was also 
a highlight for the girls. The 
Cats finished second in the 
event just edging Trimble 
County by .19 seconds. “It 


was one of the most exhila¬ 
rating races to see this year,” 
Williams said. “Everyone ran 
their best split of the year and 
Cathryn Fischer brought us 
back on her leg of the race 
and gave us a chance. The 
boys’ relay team also gave 
a great effort in this event. 
It was a great way to finish 
the meet.” 

Individually, the girls got 
another strong performance 
from Destany Crawford. She 
finished second in the 100- 
meter hurdles with a time of 
17.96, just .02 off her per¬ 
sonal best; she was seventh 
in the 300-meter hurdles 
with a time of 58.59; and 
she was part of the runner- 
up relay team. 

Teagan Fish was third in 
the 400-meter dash with a 
time of 1:07.95 which was 
just more than .1 off her 
best time. Fish anchored the 
1,600-meter relay team and 
was second in the javelin. 
Cathryn Fischer had fifth 
place finishes in the 300 
hurdles and long jump to go 
with her clutch performance 
in the relay. 

Haley Lewis placed fifth 
in the discus at 72 feet, 


2inches, and seventh in the 
shot put with a distance of 
24 feet, one-half inch, to 
round out the scoring for 
the girls. 

For the boys, Christain 
Cravens took home the only 
individual title as he won 
the shot put with a dis¬ 
tance of 41 feet, 4.5 inches, 
which was about a foot bet¬ 
ter than his previous season 
best effort. 

Blake Isaacs had a strong 
performance with a long 
jump of 20 feet, 2 inches, 
one foot better than his pre¬ 
vious best leap, and good 
for second place. He also 
finished fourth in the 100 
meters with a time of 12.06 
and sixth in the high jump 
with a height of 5 feet, 4 
inches. Isaacs also was part 
of the third place 400-meter 
relay team. 

“One of (Isaacs’) goals is 
to qualify for state,” Williams 
said. “For him that jump 
was evidence that he has a 
legitimate chance to that.” 

The 1,600-meter relay 
was one of the highlights of 
the meet. The team, consist¬ 
ing of John Allgeier, Matt 
Petree, Jared Yount and 


Cole Nelson, all had season- 
best splits to finish second. 
The Cats also finished third 
in the 400-meter and sixth 
in the 3,200-meter relays. 

Other scoring perfor¬ 
mances included a fourth 
place finish by Mason Fish 
in the 200-meter dash and 
a seventh in the 100-meter 
dash, where he had a per¬ 
sonal record time of 12.14. 

Cole Nelson finished 
fourth in the 400-meter run 
with a personal best time of 
57.9; Chase Slone also got a 
personal record in the event, 
finishing sixth in a time of 
59.42. 

Matt Petree finished sev¬ 
enth in 1,600-meter run 
with a time of 5:26 and 
Austin Payton finished sixth 
in the 3,200-meter run in 
13:22. 

Allgeier finished third in 
the 300 hurdles in 46.74 
and John Bates finished sev¬ 
enth in 56.09. Allgeier also 
got a fourth place finish in 
the high jump with a leap 
of 5-04. 

In the pole vault, Eddie 
Jones finished third with a 
height of 9 feet and Jared 
Yount was fourth at 8 feet, 


6 inches. 

Jones effort tied his per¬ 
sonal record and Yount’s 
vault was a new personal 
best. 

Nelson also scored a point 
in the long jump with a leap 
of 17 feet. 

In the throwing events the 
Cats also got a good perfor¬ 
mance from Jacob Yount in 
the shot put as he set a per¬ 
sonal record finishing fourth 
with 37 feet, 4 inches. 

Austin Armstrong was 
sixth in discus with 104 feet, 
1 inch. Cravens was seventh 
with a toss of 92 feet, 1 
inch. 

Williams was pleased with 
the team’s performance but 
wishes the team had a little 
more time to mature. 

“It was the best meet for 
the kids to see how their 
hard work is paying off,” 
he said. “I think we will 
be competitive in regional, 
but I wish we had a couple 
of more weeks because the 
kids are just beginning to 
see what we can do.

Warriors drop Western, Lexington Christian

After a hiccup loss 
against Carroll County, 
the Eminence softball 
team cranked out two wins 
last week, improving their 
record to 11-8, matching 
their 2011 season wins. 

On Wednesday, May 2, 
the Warriors delivered an 
18-0, 3-inning romp over 
Western High School.

Extension Notes 
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Nearly anyone dealing 
with the outdoors runs 
across ticks sooner or 
later, and many activi¬ 
ties can get you up close 
and personal with several 
ticks. 

I’ve never heard words 
of praise for the tick, 
in fact, the questions 
and concerns I hear are 
from folks who are really 
repulsed by this insect. 
They don’t look good, 
they crawl around on us, 
they are always search¬ 
ing for a ‘blood meal,’ 
and the bite causes itch¬ 
ing and irritation, and 
to top it off, they may 
be carriers of some seri¬ 
ous diseases. Before I 
go further today, let me 
mention that UK has a 
couple of excellent pub¬ 
lications (ENT 35 and 
EntFact 648) available to 
you for more detail about 
ticks, potential problems, 
and control and preven¬ 
tion measures. 

A client recently 
brought a very small 


tick in to the Extension 
Office for ID and infor¬ 
mation. While the major¬ 
ity of ticks around Henry 
County are likely the 
American dog tick, this 
one had the characteristic 
white spot on the back 
of the female Lone Star 
tick. Because of its small 
size, it is likely this was 
the nymphal stage. Two 
other tick species known 
but rare in Kentucky are 
the brown dog tick and 
the black legged tick. 

All ticks must have 
three blood meals before 
they can lay eggs to start 
the next generation. 
When the thousands of 
eggs from one female 
hatch on the ground they 
become larvae or ‘seed 


ticks.’ They are no big¬ 
ger than the period at 
the end of this sentence. 
The first host is usual¬ 
ly a small mammal such 
as a mouse, and when 
done, the larvae become 
nymphs. Second host to 
the American dog tick is 
usually a bit larger mam¬ 
mal such as a groundhog 
or fox, and once finished 
with the second meal, 
they become adults. This 
adult stage then climbs 
up on tall grass or weeds 
to wait for a brush with 
humans or dogs. While 
the adult American dog 
tick is the only stage we 
see on humans, all stag¬ 
es of the Lone Star tick 
will feast on us. And, 
while the mouthparts of 


the American dog tick 
are relatively small, mak¬ 
ing this tick fairly easy 
to remove from the skin, 
the mouthparts of the 
Lone Star tick are big 
and barbed, and definite¬ 
ly harder to pull out. 

If you would like help 
in identifying ticks, and 
would like to know meth¬ 
ods and techniques to 
prevent and control ticks,

Clover bloat 

Dr. Jeff Lehmkuhler, 
UK beef specialist, indi¬ 
cates that several county 
agents and producers 
around central Kentucky 
continue to report some 
loss of cattle to clover 
bloat. I just confirmed 
this fact with the Henry 
County Animal Clinic. It 
is important to realize 
that the feed additives 
used to aid in reducing 
the risk to bloat must be 
consumed at the targeted 
levels every day. 


Overcrowding around 
blocks and mineral feed¬ 
ers will prevent some 
cattle from obtaining 
their necessary amount. 
Also, this latest heat wave 
has pushed cattle to seek 
shade. This heat will also 
slightly alter grazing pat¬ 
terns resulting in larger 
meal bouts and increased 
risk to bloat. Moving the 
bloat blocks and mineral 
feeders near shade and 
water sources will encour¬ 
age more consumption 
during this heat and may 
lower risk. 

Producers should use 
one block per five head or 
less to avoid overcrowd¬ 
ing and increase oppor¬ 
tunities for all cattle to 
consume the blocks or 
minerals. Placing some 
high quality grass hay 
near the shade areas will 
also stimulate greater 
consumption of hay to 
lower the risk of bloat. 

Dr. Lehmkuhler encour¬ 
ages producers to have a 
bottle of Therabloat (liq¬ 


uid poloxalene) on hand 
to drench bloated ani¬ 
mals. Though not ideal, 
if drenching proves to be 
a challenge and a tube is 
not available, a syringe 
and large gauge needle 
(14 ga x 2 inch) can be 
used to puncture the hide 
and rumen and deliver 
the poloxalene intrarumi- 
nally while also serve as 
a mini-trocar and release 
some gas at a slow rate. 

Because a severely 
bloated animal can be 
dead within minutes, 
a trocar may be a wise 
investment for the cattle¬ 
man’s toolbox as we con¬ 
tinue to have bloat issues. 
Dr. Lehmkuhler’s sugges¬ 
tion/recommendation is 
that unskilled individu¬ 
als call their veterinarian 
for some training prior 
to using this instrument. 
This way the proper loca¬ 
tion is punctured to allow 
a speedy recovery on sub¬ 
sequent animals that may 
need this intervention. 


Get back to your New Years resolution and get active this spring 
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New Year’s resolutions 
to lose weight or get 
healthier may be long 
forgotten, but spring, 
with its beautiful flowers 
and warmer weather, 
is the perfect time 
to rejuvenate those 
resolutions by getting 
active outdoors. 

Most of us know that 
regular physical activity 
can help prevent heart 
disease and type 2 
diabetes, reduce the risk 
of some cancers, help 
you maintain a healthy 
weight; strengthen 
muscles and bones and 
improve your mental 
health. Regardless, most 
of us do not get the 
exercise we need. 

One way you can 


increase your activity 
level is by using your 
built environment, 
including sidewalks, 
stoplights, trails and 
parks like the great 
walking path at 
the Henry County 
Recreation and Services 
Park just north of New 
Castle, or the disc golf 
course at Harry Hill, 
developed by the last 
Leadership Henry Class. 
It may be appealing for 


those just beginning 
an exercise program to 
start by using the built 
environment because 
it’s close to home and 
doesn’t require the 
upfront costs of a gym 
membership. You just 
have to make time to 
use it. 

According to the 
Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, 
adults should aim for 
30 or more minutes per 


day of moderate physical 
activity on five or 
more days of the week. 
Additionally, individuals 
need to engage in 
muscle-strengthening 
activities that work all 
major muscles groups 
two or more days per 
week. These activities 
can be done in 10- 
minute intervals. Aerobic 
activity is anything 
that gets you breathing 
harder and your heart 
pumping faster. 

Taking an evening 
walk on a walking 
trail or through your 
neighborhood can help 
you reach 2.5 hours a 
week, as long as you’re 
walking at a brisk pace. 
Bicycling or roller 


skating are also good 
forms of exercise that 
can be done in your built 
environment. 

If you have a chronic 
condition or disability, 
you can still reap the 
benefits of physical 
activity, but you should 
check with your doctor 
before your start any 
exercise program. They 


will be able to give you 
suggestions for types of 
physical activities that 
may work best for you.

Where Does Your Water Come From? 

We get our water from the Henry County Water District #2. They obtain their water from six wells along the Ohio River in Trimble County near 
the end of Morton Ridge Road. Although the wells are along the Ohio River, the water has been shown to be groundwater originating from areas 
inland from the river. An analysis of the susceptibility of this water source to contamination has been completed and it has been determined that the 
susceptibility is medium. There are a total of 5 potential sources of contamination within the protection area of these wells with the following suscep¬ 
tibility rankings: 2 are high, 3 are medium and none are low. Two of these sources of contamination, above ground storage tanks and agricultural 
activities are ranked as high susceptibility. Three sources of contamination, septic tanks and a county road are ranked as medium susceptibility. 
The complete susceptibility analysis report can be viewed at the KIPDA Area Development District office in Louisville or the Kentucky Division of 
Water office in Frankfort. 

What Does the Water Treatment Plant Do to Your Water? 

After pumping the water from the wells, it is treated with processes that remove any objectionable tastes or odors and then disinfected with 
chlorine before it is pumped to our customers. These processes primarily achieve filtration and disinfection of the water. This helps to remove any 
harmful chemicals, bacteria and other microorganisms that might be in the water.

Maximum Contaminant Level Goal (MCLGV It is the level of a contaminant in drinking water below which there is no known or expected risk to 
health. MCLGs allow for a margin of safety. 

Maximum Contaminant Level (MCLV This is the highest level of a contaminant that is allowed in drinking water. MCLs are set as close to the 
MCLGs as feasible using the best available treatment technology. 

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level (MRDL): Is the highest level of a disinfectant allowed in drinking water. There is convincing evidence that 
the addition of a disinfectant is necessary for control of microbial contaminants. 

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level Goal (MRDLG): Is the level of a drinking water disinfectant below which there is no known or expected 
risk to health.

Why Are There Contaminants in My Water?
